DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-25 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose the recited combinations of elements in determining the geographic coordinate location 
of a mobile appliance, including providing the geographic coordinate location to a mobile 
positioning location center (MPLC) without regard to the wireless air interface protocol standard 
utilized by the mobile appliance in a wireless communication system, determining the 
geographic coordinate location of the mobile appliance; receiving a tasking message from the 
MPLC over a second interface; matching the tasking message and the determined geographic 
coordinate location using the call request information; and, reporting the determined geographic 
coordinate location and identity of the mobile appliance to the MPLC using the second interface, 
as in claim 1; providing the geographic coordinate location to a mobile positioning location 
center (MPLC) without regard to the wireless air interface protocol standard utilized by the 
mobile appliance in a wireless communication system, determining the geographic coordinate 
location of the mobile appliance; and forwarding the geographic coordinate location and the call 
request information to the MPLC over a second interface, as in claim 9; providing the geographic 
coordinate location to a mobile positioning location center (MPLC) without regard to the 
wireless air interface protocol standard utilized by the mobile appliance in a wireless 
communication system, matching the geographic coordinate location of the mobile appliance 
with an identified mobile appliance via the call setup information and reporting the identified 
mobile appliance and geographic coordinate location to the MPLC, as in claim 16; providing the 
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geographic coordinate location to a mobile positioning location center (MPLC) without regard to 
the wireless air interface protocol standard utilized by the mobile appliance in a wireless 
communication system, forwarding the geographic coordinate location and call set up 
information to the MPLC over the second interface; and, matching the geographic coordinate 
location of the mobile appliance with the identified mobile appliance via the call setup 
information in the MPLC, as in claim 20.
